Sot crnl Lit es Lost, nml n Lnrgo Ainmounl 
of Property Destroyod. 
Last Thursday 
afternoon 
tho 
most destructive 
flood 
known to 
Arizona 
sinco tho Walnut 
Grove 
dam flood struck 
Benson and the 
result 
is that 
William 
Zeok, 
a 
barber, his wife and two childicn, 
Mis. Ashburn and two little girls 
wcro drowned. 
A cloud burst 
occurred 
in tho 
Whetstone mountains, southwest of 
Benson about noon. Every canyon 
ana gorge pouicd out a river whoso 
combined torrents 
met upon tho 
sloping plain 
and 
tumbled 
and 
roaicd down upon Benson, sweep 
ing 
everything 
before it. 
bnme 
idea of tho 
evtont and 
volume of 
tho dolugo 
may ho gathered from 
tho distanco 
between 
thohaso'oT 
tho mountains 
and tho town, and 
tho l)i oad sweep of tho irtorvming 
plain 
which might lravo 
pected to dissipate tho lloou. 
ai 
a rushing, 
foaming wall of water 
struck Benson. 
Tho 
western 
pait of tho town 
was 
swept 
away. 
Tho 
express 
oflico was 
washed around 
against 
the depot 
building and when tho 
rushing 
water had swopt on into 
tho San Pcdio theio wero 
two feet 
of mud on tho floor of tho baggage 
and waiting rooms. 
It 
is 
also 
reported 
that 
two 
dwelling houses wero swopt away. 
Tho track near tho depot was 
undcrmind 
and 
several 
loaded 
cais overturned and their contents 
washed away. 
A part of tho flood was divortcd 
towa'-- 
Mescal a station nino miles 
westToI 
Benson; 
Thcrrris"arlfigli 
stono culvcit near tho station. 
In 
an instant 
it was filled, tho water 
pouted over thohigh banks and all 
tho 
contiguous 
country 
became 
the 
bed 
of a 
broad 
swift 
river 
which boro away ovory thing befoi o 
it. 
Thero was a path 
of 
destruc- 
tion three miles 
wide. 
A section 
of track that 
long and telegraph 
poles wero swept away. 
Tho 
road 
bed 
was 
so 
badly 
damaged that no 
mails 
wero re- 
ceived from Thuisday of last week 
until Monday of this. 
At Benson 
tho 
storm 
was not 
confined 
to rain and 
wind as hail 
fell to a depth of about two feet on 
tho level. 
Tho storm was 
gcncial 
over a 
largo era 
of country, 
as another 
washout occurred on tho Southern 
Pacific six 
miles west of Tucson.

Details of the Disaster nt Cedar 11a. Last 
Thursday. 
Tho difficulty of lecovering 
tho 
bodies of 
thoso 
killed 
at Cedar 
Keys by a 
tidal 
wavo 
Thursday 
arises from tho fact that tho town is 
built on several small Ivoys. 
The 
bridges connecting tho Keys 
wcro 
swept away and thero aro but 
few 
boats loft. 
Then, too, most of tho 
victims wcio buried 
deep 
in tho 
mud and many of tho bodies will 
probably never bo recovorod, 
Be- 
yond tho bar there aro a scoro 
of 
masts visiblo just abovo the water 
and each top indicates 
tho burial 
placoofa sponging 
schoonor and 
its crow. 
It is possible that many 
vessels woro 
blown out into 
tho 
gulf and lodo 
out tho hurricane. 
Tho Mary Eliza's 
captain 
thinks 
by far tho greater numbor aro 
be- 
neath tho wator with their crows. 
He says thero was not ono chance 
in a thousand for such a frail craft 
to live in such a huiricanc. 
Two gentlemen who went down 
tho coast a 
few 
miles, 
lcportcd 
finding tho corps of 8 mon 
washed 
ashore. 
Thcso men wero tho crow 
of a sponging vessel and tho crow 
of most other vessels 
undoubtedly 
met a similar fate. It is expected 
that for days to come, tho corpses 
of spongers will 
bo 
found 
along 
tho coast. 
Many people 
aro suil 
unaccounted 
for, 
iamilics 
.and 
friends arc filled with anxiety, hop- 
ing for the best,

A TERRIBLE WRECK. 


A Passengor 
Train "Wrecked in Kansas 
Ihrougli Carelessness. 
A frightful wieck, attended 
by 
sciious loss of life, and mado more 
tcrriblo by tho self murder of one 
of the tonified passengois, oecurcd 
last Sunday on tho Santa JFo road, 
two miles noi th of Osago 
Kansas. 
Seven dead bodies have 
been 
re 
covered from tho wreck, and it 
is 
fcaied that othor victims aro 
bur- 
ied in 
tho 
debris. 
Tho wrecked 
train was castbound passenger No. 
2, tho samo that had such 
a 
thril 
ling experience 
with 
bandits 
in 
Now Moxico on Friday night last. 
Tho wieck was caused by tho 
of tho boiler of tho 
loco- 
motive. 
Tho 
engineer 
should 
liavo stopyed for wator 
at Osago 
City, hut being behind time ho 
en- 
deavored to run to tho next tank. 
Though it is not positively known 
the onff'nowr nnil 
liromem 
having 
in 
the-- wreck, it 
is surmised that this 
neglect 
was 
the 
causo 
of 
tho 
disaster. 
Tho 
train had gono but two 
miles 
be- 
yond that place, 
when a tremen- 
dous explosion 
was 
heaid. 
The 
locomotive was 
completely 
shat- 
tered. 
Tho express, baggage and 
passenger 
coaches 
como rushing 
upon tho wrecked engine and tho 
coaches 
that 
wero 
ahead 
were 
piled up in 
a heap 
of wreckage. 
Tho wreck was marked 
by scenes 
of the wildest confusion among tho 
passengers. 
Ono passenger, 
Wm. 
Becklcr, of Lns Angeles, 
en route 
to Chicago, seemed 
to 
looso 
his 
reason. 
When tho crush camo 
ho 
diow a pistol from his pockot 
and 
in tho prcsonco of a car full of ter- 
rified passengers, took his own lifo 
by sending a bullet into his 
braiDi 
Becker had been drinking heavily. 
Ho was about 
55 
years 
of 
age. 
Owing to.tho excitement and 
con- 
fusion, littlo could be dono to 
res- 
cue tho injured 
and 
removo 
tho 
bodies of the dead until tho 
morn- 
ing's sun appeared. 
Seven 
bodies 
wero finally recovered.
